1. In the course of the DD^I project to coordinate 
Vital Material deposits through OCR, Mr.i^^gm Area 25X1 A9a 
Records Officer for OCR, had been making frequent trips 
to the Repository without clearing through this office.

3- Mr . asked to review 

the requirement that we continue to film all information 
reports now contained in the Biographic Registers in view 
of their stated objective of eliminating such duplication 
through the deposit of all such material on film as a 
part of the card procedure. After some dis- 
cussion, Mr . decided that filming should be con- 

tinued primarily for two reasons: (l) only information 
reports issued prior to the filming could be eliminated 
and considerable clerical time would be required in pre- 
paring a list of such documents which would have to be 
filmed along with the folder; and (2) if needed in time 
of an emergency, excessive time would be required to 
refer to other sources in obtaining the information from 
reports that had not been filmed.
